Baltimore, October 24.—(#)—S., 
Davies Warfield, president of the Sea- 
board Air Line railway, died. here 
ct 6:50 o'clock tonight. 

“Death followed an operation, per- . 
formed at the Union Memorial hos- 
pital for double hemnia. Warifield en- 
tered the hospital 12 days ago. 

Dr, M. .T. Finney, who performed 
the operation, used only a local an- 
aesthetic. Warfield’s convalescence 


‘was uneventful and it was believed 


he would be discharged within a few 
days. This afternoon he was in high 
spirits. He became ill and died almost

instantly from coronary trombosis, 


Few Knew of Illness. 

Warfield had entered the hospital 
under the name of Foster and as a 
result few of his friends knew that 
he was ill. 

He was‘a bachelor and is survived 
by a brother, Henry M. War- 
field, of Baltimore. 

Warfield also was president of the 
National Assoviation of Owners of 
tailroad Securities. 

He was born September 4, 1859, a 
member of a family prominent in 
Maryland since colonial days. 

He first attracted public attention 
as a reform politician in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to avenge the defeat 
of his father, the late Henry M. War- 
field, in a mayoralty campaign. He 
then became president of the Conti- 
nental. Trust compafiy, of ‘this city, 
postmaster of Baltimore, co-receiver 
anc finally president of the Sea- 


board. 
Interested in Seaboard. 


Warfield organized the Continental 
Trust company in 1898, and it was 
in- 
terested in the affairs of the Sea- 
board Airline railway, He acted as 
intermediary between John Skelton 
Williams and the Ryan-Blair inter- 
ests, and was appointed as ¢o-receiv- 
er of the road in 1908. 

He was known as an indefatigable 
worker before congress in the inter- 
ests of the Association of Railway Se- 


_curities, and in recent years had been 


most in the public eye as a worker 
in the interest of economies in rail- 
read transportation and the protec- 
tion of the roads. : 

Within the past several years, too, 
Warfield had directed his attention 
particularly to Florida, organizing 
new roads, consummating mergers and 
pushing the: seaboard through the 
Everglades. He also was deeply in- 
terested in Georgia development. 

During last July Mr. Warfield held 
a conference with a group of promi- 
nent citizens headed by H. A. Dann, 
president of the Florida Chamber of 
Commerce, for further discussion of 
everglades drainage. 

Realizes Dream. 

Tn 1925 he realized one of his trans- 
portation dreams when the east and 
west coasts of Florida were connected 
by rail. Warfield was given credit 
by Governor Martin of Florida for 
coneeiving and executing this line. 

During the shopmen’s strike in 1922 
Warfield was the only man at the 
meeting of the Association of Railway 
in New York to vote 
against the breaking off of negotia-

The report is a

The volume is now in the hands 
of the government printer and will not 
be delivered for some days, and then 
will be handed out with a future re- 
lease date.

But it will be worth 
some newspaper's while to perform 
the laborious and exacting task, and 
when the bulky document is handed to 
me I am going to wish it onto one 
of The Constitution's bright young 
men.

Besides, a report to the 
partment of commerce indicated that 
Germany would import 95,000,000 to 
100,000,000 bushels of wheat. Earlier. 
however, the market was largely dom- 
inated by the big crop movement in 
Canada. 

Emphasizing word that auspicious 
conditions prevailed today for swift 
marketing of wheat by Canadian 
farmers was notice that farm deliv- 
eries on Saturday to country sta- 
tions in Cayada amounted to 6,738,- 
232 bushels, against 3,596,620 bush- 
elg the correspofding day last year.
